1 . DR. ATKINSON’S TRIP. ATKINSON HAS BEEN BRIEFED ON THE 
FREEDOM OF MOVEMENT PROBLEMS WE ARE HAVING WITH THE POLES. 

WE HAVE ADVISED THAT HE NOT RAISE THE ISSUE, HOWEVER, 

BECAUSE WE FEEL IT MIGHT AMOUNT TO OVERKILL IN THIS 

CASE. OZZIE GANLEY RAISED THE QUESTION WITH VICE MINISTER 
GORSKI AND BOB MORRIS RAISED IT WITH MIECZKOWSKI DURING 
THE JOINT BOARD SESSION. BOTH MEN PRESENTED IT WITHIN THE 
CONTEXT OF PROSPECTS FOR COOPERATION AFTER 1981 WHEN THE 
JOINT FUND RUNS OUT. BECAUSE OF THIS AND IN VIEW OF THE 
RECENT FLAP OVER THE COPERNICUS CENTER, WE THOUGHT IT 
BETTER TO HAVE ATKINSON SKIP THE ISSUE, UNLESS IT 
ARISES IN SOME OTHER WAY. 

2. WE ALSO HAVE THE OPPORTUNITY OF GETTING SECRETARY 
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CALIF ANO TO RAISE IT WHEN HE VISITS NEXT MONTH. MOREOVER, 

WE SHOULD BY THEN HAVE A BETTER IDEA OF OUR OVERALL 
STRATEGY ON FREEDOM OF MOVEMENT AND OTHER HUMAN RIGHTS 
ISSUES. 

3. BILL LUERS WILL CHAIR A STRATEGY SESSION ON THIS SUB- 
JECT TOMORROW. AMONG OTHER THINGS, WE ARE CONSIDERING A 
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PRESIDENTIAL LETTER TO GIEREK THAT WOULD PUT THE POLES ON 
NOTICE THAT WE EXPECT IMPROVEMENT. WE WILL ALSO CONSIDER 
SUCH QUESTIONS AS WHAT IF ANY LINKAGE MIGHT MAKE OUR 
EFFORT MORE EFFECTIVE AND WHETHER WE SHOULD CONSIDER A 
SYSTEM OF PRIORITIES ON THE DIVIDED FAMILIES CASES. 

4. BEGIN UNCLASSIFIED: YOU NOW HAVE RESERVATIONS AT THE 
INTRIGUE HOETEL, 824 NEW HAMPSHIRE. NW, WASHINGTON. D. C.

BEDROOM APARTMENT WITH FULL KITCHEN FACILITIES AT $840 
PER MONTH. YOU WOULD BE CHARGED FOR CHILDREN OVER 18 
AT $5.00 PER DAY PER PERSON. IT IS LIKELY YOU WILL HAVE 

TO SHIFT ROOMS ONCE OR TWICE DURING YOUR OCCUPANCY, BUT THE
